THE PRODUCER’S CORNER 


Dear Playgoer: 

The wondrous delights and romantic adventures of King Arthur and his knights is 
the subject of the next Cape Playhouse presentation. “Camelot,” the lavish musical hit 
by Alan Jay Lerner and Frederick Loewe—the creators of “My Fair Lady’—will open 
at the Cape Playhouse on Monday evening, August 9 for eight performances through 
Saturday evening, August 14. 

Robert Peterson will be seen as the medieval king who gathered the most stalwart 
knights of ancient England about his fabled Round Table, but in the book that Lerner 
fashioned from T. H. White’s best-selling novel, “The Once and Future King,” he will 
be very much occupied with his sprightly and beautiful Queen Guenevere, to be por- 
trayed by Peggy Robbins. This Round Table harbors a very famous triangle, at the 
third corner of which stands that most noble of knights and dashing of men, Sir Lance- 
lot, whose song, “If Ever I Would Leave You” thrilled many a heart during its long 
tenure high on the hit parade list. 

Others who will be donning shining armor for the Playhouse production of “Camelot” 
include Alexander Clark as a fumbling dragon-hunter, Brendan Burke as the evil knight 
who sows the seeds of Arthur’s downfall, Bill Story as Merlyn, the magician who serves 
as the mentor of Arthur’s youth. 

The jousting fields and throne rooms of the towered Camelot will be designed by 
Herbert Senn of the Playhouse staff, and the production will be directed by Ruth Newton. 

For me, bringing “Camelot” to the Cape Playhouse is like welcoming an old friend, 
for during the past two winters I have toured with the show and with many of the 
members of the present production. During the tour we visited Canada, Mexico and all 
of the continental United States except Mississippi. We hope that you will take this 
opportunity with us to relive the fabled days of old and to recapture the majesty of 
King Arthur’s life.
